We think it is important for all residents to have 
accurate information regarding the proposed library 
building at the Swain School site. 

It was stated in a recent letter to the Town Crier 
that the Buzzell Senior Center will be demolished to 
build a new library. This is not true. 

The proposed library project does not include the 
demolition of the Buzzell Senior Center or the Fourth 
of July Building. Although there has been discus- 
sion regarding the possible use of the current library 
if a new library is built, nothing has been decided. 
There are no plans to take down the current library 
building, regardless of the municipal department 
chosen to occupy it. 

A Library Building Committee will be working with 
the architect who will develop the conceptual design 
for the new library at the Swain site as well as.a cost 
,estimate for the project. This information will be 
:presented ata public forum in January.

The best story to have come 
around in quite a while has got 
to be the ten-year-old half a 
grilled cheese sandwich that 
recently sold for $28,000 on 
eBay.

The high cost of the decade- 
old sandwich is likely due to the 
fact that a distinctly visible 
image of a woman appears on 
one of the grilled pieces of 
bread.

It would be impossible to walk 
past SENSE OF WONDER 
without noticing the floor-to- 
ceiling windows filled with a 
razzle-dazzle of colors, shapes, 
silhouettes, figures and forms. 
Clear glass, painted glass, 
frosted glass, cut glass, stained, 
glimmering, gleaming glass, 
reflecting prisms of light 


I'm not attacking anyone’s 
faith; if anything I'm attempt- 
ing to defend it. Those who 
truly believe in the Bible can 
surely see the inherent dangers 
of assuming that a 10-year-old 
sandwich actually contains 
such a miraculous visage. If 
the Lord was upset at Moses’ 
people for praying to a Golden 
Calf, can you imagine how He 
would react to a bunch of half- 
wits kneeling before a decrepit 
sandwich emblazoned with a 
picture of Mae West? 

True; sandwiches are not 
specifically mentioned in the 
Bible as false idols, but it is 
most assuredly implied. 

Duyser says that her life has 
been blessed since the immacu- 
late grilling of the sandwich.

Identical charges from other 
towns may follow, in order to 
pursue justice for their resi- 
dents whose cars were hit by 
the suspects while parked at 
the Ristuccia Rink in 
Wilmington.

The Wilmington component 
lost, however, in a 6 to 5 vote to 
support the revised plans.

installed 
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cially called _— Biohazard 
Detection System (BDS), has 
been installed in approxi- 
mately 100 mail processing 
centers across the nation. By 
the end of 2005, all 283 mail 
processing centers in the 
United States will have a BDS 
installed. 

BDS involves a device 
affixed to all the machines in 
a mail processing center. 
When activated, the system 
then continuously collects air 
samples in the immediate 
area while mail is being 
Processed through the 
machines. BDS then analyzes 
those samples; an alarm 
sounds in the event that 
anthrax or other kinds of haz- 
ardous materials are detect- 
ed. 


“The Postal Service empha- 
sizes that the system is not 
being installed due to any cur- 
rent or imminent threat of 
terrorist biological attack,” 
says Bob Cannon, a 
spokesperson for the United 
States Postal _ Service. 
“Rather, it was developed in 
the wake of anthrax found in 
four letters in the mailstream 
in October and November of 
2001.” 

Those letters are believed to 
have killed five people and 
badly injured several others. 
Two of those killed were 
postal employees who worked 
at the Brentwood Mail 
Processing Center in 
Washington D.C. Nobody in 
Massachusetts had their 
health directly affected by the 
scare. 

BDS was developed by 
Northrup-Grumman and eval- 
uated by several military and 
federal agencies, including 
the United States Army 
Research _ Institute of 
Infectious Diseases, the Navy 
Medical Research Center, the 
Department of Agriculture 
and the Johns Hopkins 
Applied Physics Lab. All of 
these agencies and. organiza- 
tions acted together under the 
direction of the President’s 
Office of Science and 
Technology. 

According to Cannon, BDS 
was tested last year in 15 mail 
processing centers in the 
United States. During those 
tests, the system proved effec- 
tive at working successfully 
in various climates and levels 
of air pressure. 

The BDS sampling device 
absorbs the airborne particles 
it collects into a sterile water 
base, creating a liquid sample 
that can be tested. The liquid

sample is injected into a car- 
tridge and the automated test 
for a DNA match is per- 
formed. All the BDS process- 
es are automated. It takes 
nearly 90 minutes from the 
time of the sampling collec- 
tion until the analysis is com- 
pleted. { 

What happens if the BDS 
alarm goes off at a processing 
center? 

As a first step, all employ- 
ees, postal customers and vis- 
itors must evacuate the facjli- 
ty. Secondly, the Postal 
Inspection Service would 
retrieve the cartridge from 
the device that sounded the 
alarm and would immediatély 
bring it to the State 
Department of Public Health 
for further analysis. Thirdly, 
within eight hours, the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation would report to 
the scene to lead a criminal 
probe and work alongside 
other federal, state and loeal 
law enforcement authorities. 

Local fire departments 
would respond immediately 
as well and, as a precaution, 
assume responsibility for 
decontaminating people who 
had to evacuate the facility. 
From there, local and state 
health departments would be 
responsible for administering 
follow-up medications to these 
evacuated who may need 
them. 

Postal officials in North 
Reading have been coordinat- 
ing with all the aforemen- 
tioned agencies since earlier 
this year in order to prepare 
for the implementation of 
BDS. They've also rehearsed 
contingencies that would be 
followed should the BDS ever 
sound its alarm. 

The Middlesex/Essex Mail 
Processing Center handles 
and distributes all mail ‘in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
and other cities ard towns in 
northeastern Massachusetts 
with ZIP Codes that begin 
with 018 or 019. On the wegk- 
ends, the facility handles out- 
going mail for town and cities 
in central Massachusetts that 
have ZIP Codes that begin 
with 014, 015, 016 or 017. 

The BDS is also currently 
active in the mail processing 
centers in Boston, Brocktdn, 
Waltham, Shrewsbury and 
Springfield. In fact, the 
Boston facility was the first to 
have the BDS installed due 'to 
heightened security concerns 
surrounding the Democrat 
National Convention that was 
held in the city in late July.

Cats cap record 
undefeated season 
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streak ended on Thursday as 
well. For the first time since 
1983 and '84, the Wildcats have 
defeated Tewksbury during 
back-to-back years. 

The eleven regular season 
games are over now. During 
that stretch, Wilmington put up 
more than 300 points and 3,000 
total yards of offense. They also 
have the top scorer in wide 
receiver in all of Eastern 
Massachusetts with Joe Herra 
and Sean Murphy, who hooked 
up 13 times for touchdown pass- 


es. 

It hasn’t been just the high 
scoring offense. It hasn’t been 
just the few players coming 
through with several big plays. 
It’s been everything: the 
offense; the defense which has 
improved leaps and bounds; the 
offensive line; the defensive 
line which has come with huge 
sacks; great coaching; very 
good leadership; and an entire 
team that, yes, believed in 
themselves and each other. 

“This is awesome,” said assis- 
tant captain Brian 
Giamberardino. “We didn’t 
think we'd do this well, but 
once we got it going we never 
stopped. It’s amazing. It feels 
so good. We all went out to play 
hard and we didn’t want to lose. 
Everybody at the beginning of 
the season said that we couldn't 
do it.” 

Added captain Mike Thibault: 
“I didn’t believe we would go 
this far. I thought we would be a 
.500 team at most and I’m just 
blown away with what we have 
done and the history that we’ve 
made. This is just incredible.” 

Continued Thibault, 
“Everyone said we wouldn’t be 
as good as we were before and 
everyone was down on us at the 
start of the season. We came 
out in our first game and 
showed what we are all about. 
We have kept that going until 
this (last regular season game 
against Tewksbury). We just 
have the fight in us, we have the 
heart. We just play every single 
game like it’s our last.” 

Head coach Bob Almeida had 
taken a large bucket of ice 
water over his back just a few 
minutes earlier when he was 
asked about this magical sea- 
son. With his shirt and pants 
soaking wet, Almeida and his 
staff deservedly received many 
congratulatory hand shakes, 
hugs and kisses for accomplish- 
ing something that is truly

unheard of in Wildcat country. 

“We're like the little engine 
that could,” Almeida said. “Our 
kids just believe in themselves. 
They really listen. We're not the 
rah-rah type. They don’t get 
rah-rah before games, but they 
do listen and they do try to do 
what we tell them to do to their 
best ability. There’s only one 
way to say that our kids are 
gamers. Every ounce of what 
they have they leave on the 
field. It’s a coach’s dream to 
coach these kids.” 

Adds Almeida, “Am I telling 
you that we are the most talent- 
ed, the biggest and quickest 
team? We're’ not. But these kids 
are a team. This is a team. 
These guys are a football team. 
They all try to do their own job 
and pick one each other up. 
Sometimes they do things that 
even I’m amazed at.” 

Knowing that Almeida, his 
staff and his players accom- 
plished something that’s never 
been done in Wilmington, the 
veteran coach ‘really couldn't 
fathom it all. He was just trying 
to soak it all in. 

“I can’t even speak for that 
stuff,” said Almeida. “I can’t 
really put that into perspective. 
It really hasn’t hit me yet that 
we are 11-0. In my wildest 
dreams did I ever think we 
would be 11-0. I know I keep 
saying this every week, but I 
really just didn’t think these 
kids could accomplish what 
they have accomplished. It's 
just a special group.” 

Almeida was asked just when 
he thought the 11-0 season could 
actually happen. 

“I knew they were special 
kids, but you just kept waiting 
for the roof to fall in,” he said 
“All year long I thought we 
were playing extremely well. 
And then we looked at what we 
had down the road with 
Pentucket, a scrappy Triton 
team, then Masco, North 
Andover and Tewksbury. To 
come out of that stretch without 
a loss is unfathomable. I don’t 
understand it. 

“But what you always hear 
from coaches is to take it one at 
a time, one at a time, and we 
really were able to take them 
one at a time. We had to. Each 
week we were saying ‘OK, how 
are we going to beat these 
guys?’ I think in time we'll be 
able to figure this all out, but 
right now I can’t even imagine 
that we are 11-0.”

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Hingham too much, too big and too powerful 


Long, exciting journey comes to an end

“MANSFIELD - The magical 
ride had to come to an end 
Serene.

That was the case for the 
Wilmington High Wildcats, who 
were victimized by a very big, 
physical and quick Hingham 
team, 38-20, in a Division 2A 
sémi-final playoff game held at 
the gorgeous Mansfield High 
Ajumni Stadium, 
SWilmington had a 144 lead in 
the'second quarter, before trail- 
Ing 18-14 at halftime, and also 
paine back to make it 32-20 with 
9:5 to go in the game. However, 
the Harbormen’s quickness and 
strength up front were the 
est reasons for the two 
tquchdown win as Hingham 
atvances to the Division 2 
Super Bowl on Saturday 
against Bishop Feehan. 
- For the ‘Cats, their tremen- 
Hous season came to an end. 
After becoming the first.team 
in the program since 1972 to go 
undefeated during the regular 
season, and the first team since 
1976 to advance to the playoffs, 
Wilmington didn’t go down eas- 
ily in this game, fighting with 
everything they had ‘til the bit- 
ter. end, despite losing three 
starters throughout the game to 


injuries. 

“I thought we hung in there 
the whole way,” said Wildcat 
coach Bob Almeida. “I'm 
proud of what the kids did, I’m 
proud of their performance-and 
I thought ' they gave it every- 
thing they had. We were getting 
kids going down (with injuries) 
left and right and they kept 
fighting and could do i 
they could. You saw “on 
never stopped playing for the 
whole game. That's an out- 
standing team ove: there. I 
wish them good fuck in the 
Super Bowl. 

“I’m proud of the seniors. I 
thought the seniors did every- 
thing we asked of them. There 
wasn’t many of them but every 
single one of them gave so 
much to the program. They 
pointed us in the right direc- 
tion.” 

After going three-and-out and 
shafting a punt which went just 
eight yards, it took Hingham 
just five plays to get on the 
scoreboard. John Murphy (10 
carries, 84 yards, 3 TDs), a 6- 
foot-1, 190 pound back, ran in 


the first of three touchdowns on 
the day this one coming on a 22- 
yard inside counter. The PAT 
kick was blocked by Ryan 
Jones and Hingham quickly 
had a 6-0 lead. 

Wilmington came right back, 
putting together a very impres- 
sive 12-play drive. The ‘Cats got 
some help with a 14-yard pass 
interference call against 
Hingham, but two carries of 23 
and 12 yards by junior running 
back Zack Mayo helped push 
the ball deep into Hingham ter- 
ritory as the first quarter came 
to an end. 

But on the second play of the 
second quarter, quarterback 
Joe Herra, who stands at 5-foot- 
9, 170 pounds rolled out to his 
right and met up with Mike 
Quinn, a 6-foot-1, 190 pounder, 
at the goal line and Herra won 
the battle, knocking him back 
and his helmet off for the 5- 
yard touchdown run, Greg 
Stewart’s PAT kick was good 
and the ‘Cats had a 7-6 lead. 

Hingham was forced to punt 
after going three-and-out and 
Wilmington again got on the 
scoreboard. Starting a drive 
from their own 25, Herra con- 
nected first with Joe Mayo for 
an 18yard completion, before 
finding Robbie Gillis all alone 
connecting over the middle for 
a 30 yard completion. Gillis 
caught the ball which was 
slightly underthrown at the 
Hingham 25, made a nice shift 
cutting back on a defender, 
before going in for a 55-yard 
touchdown catch making it 146 
after Stewart's boot went 
through the uprights. 

Hingham. (11-1) scored. two 
touchdowns in a span of 2:01, 
and would have had a third as 
Tom Coughlin returned a Herra 
interception as the half came to 
an end but the touchdown was 
called back on a penalty. Mike 
Perkins ( 2 carries, 51 yards 
and 2 receptions for 64 yards) 
scored on a 48-yard run shifting 
through the ‘Cats defense mak- 
ing it 1412- in favor of 
Wilmington, before Murphy 
scored his second touchdown of 
the first half going in from 11 
yards out as Hingham took an 
18-14 halftime lead. 

Right before Gillis’ touch- 
down, Wilmington lost Zack 
Mayo for the game who had a 
hip flexor injury and could 
barely lift his right leg up. 
Mayo had rushed for 39 yards 
on just four carries in the first 
quarter before coming out. 
Before his injury, the ‘Cats lost 
safety Ryan Olivieri for two 
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quarters before he came back 
after taking a big hit, before 
Gillis went out early in the 
third quarter with a separated 
shoulder. 

“It hurt (losing Zack Mayo 
because) he’s been playing so 
well,” said Almeida. “We were 
scrambling everywhere, 
(Ryan) Olivieri going down in 
the first half - nothing changed 
the game but we were scram- 
bling for personnel right from 
the beginning. We were impro- 
vising the whole game. 

“Losing (Robbie) Gillis really 
was an impact as well. It didn’t 
change the outcome of the 
game because they were the 
better team but I think our kids 
played hard and it made it dif- 
ffeult for us with so many 
injuries. We had a lot of injuries 
partly because Hingham hit. 
We haven’t faced a team that 
hit us as hard as they did this 
game all season.” 

The second half was all 
Hingham. Just two plays into 
the third quarter, Guy Matisis 
(6 carries, 145 yards, 2 TDs) 
scored on a 46-yard run down 
the left sideline making it 24-14 
after the PAT kick failed. 
Wilmington was forced to punt 
after picking up two first downs 
on its next series, but Hingham 
put the game away as Matisis 
scored his second touchdown of 
the third quarter on the first 
play from scrimmage on a 74- 
yard run through the middle of 
the field. 

“Their speed was outstand- 
ing,” said Almeida. “They were 
knocking us around up front 
Our guys played as hard as 
they could but we were given up 
too much size and strength up 
front and Hingham had too 
much speed. When they got in 
the secondary they knew what 
to do with it. I thought they 
were an outstanding team and I 
saw them play in two slop 
games but the (field) turf real- 
ly helped their speed.” 

Senior Brian Giamberardino 
scored on a 10-yard run on the 
first play of the fourth quarter 
cutting the deficit to 12 points 
as the conversion rush failed. 
The ‘Cats defense came up big 
holding Hingham to a three- 
and-out series. 

Wilmington took over on its 
own 26 with 7:58 left in the 
game but Herra tossed his third 
interception of the game which 
gave Hingham the ball back 
and they scored another touch- 
down with 2:24 to go to official- 
ly put the game away. 

As for Herra, his stats don’t 
say it with the three intercep- 
tions, but he played a tremen- 
dous football game. He not onl 
took his share of devastating 
hits, but he was extremely 
tough with every carry he took 
and everytime he stood in the 
pocket looking to pass. He was 
Wilmington’s top rusher with 63 
yards on 12 carries, while he 
completed 5-of-16 passes for 89 
yards including his 18th TD 
pass of the season. He also had 
two kickoff returns for 26 yards. 

Certainly Herra was the back- 
bone of the team and the per- 
son who kept the engine run- 
ning all season long.

This Thanksgiving meant a 
little bit more. 

No Wilmington High School 
football team had ever gone 
11-0. Not one. In spite of the 
impending playoff game, the 
Wildcats pulled out all the 
stops. This was the No. 1 pri- 
ority, first and foremost.
